A Master Criminal 


Assuming that Hitler is dead, the cap- 
ture of Joachim von Ribbentrop completes 
the round-up of the five men who were 
recognized as the directors of the Axis 
conspiracy. Himmler is dead. Goering is in 
custody awaiting trial. Goebbels is dead. 

Since he carried poison but did not use 
it, von Ribbentrop apparently thought 
that he had a chance to escape punishment 
as a war criminal if caught. Unless justice 
somehow miscarries he is doomed to be 
disappointed in that hope, for actually 
he brought a greater sum-total of suffer- 
ing and misery into the world than any of 
the others save Hitler. 

Joachim faded from outside attention 
when war put an end to his activities as 
foreign minister. But he was the instru- 
ment by whom Italy and Japan were 
inveigled into the Axis. He was the man 
who framed the pact which kept Russia 
out of the war while France was crushed 
and Britain attacked. He had more in- 
fluence with Hitler than any of the others. 
These things the Allies could not and 
should not forget. 

That von Ribbentrop ever ordered 
hostages massacred, or prisoners starved 
or had a hand in carrying out such orders, 
is not known, But these were crude “in- 
cidents” in the scheme of wholesale 
slaughter and pillage that was built up 
mainly through his exertions and by his 
cunning, The brutalities may have been 
left to Himmler.- But they could never 
have occurred if Ribbentrop had not set 
the stage for the tragedy that made them 
possible and—in the circumstances— 
inevitable.

With them rests the responsibility, 
complete since they have taken emergency 
powers which give them full liberty to say 
whether this summons is to be obeyed or 
rejected. Rejection means that what the 
earthquake did to Yokohama twenty years 
ago will be done to every Japanese city.

Of 80,000 Japanese soldiers who form- 
ed the garrison of Okinawa two and a half 
months ago, 9,000 only remain. The others 
are dead. A similar last~<jitch stand was 
made on Iwo Jima, and another is appar- 
ently being organized in Borneo. In each 
case the outcome was and is certain—the 
annihilation of the defenders, practically to 
the last man, with nothing gained by the 
sacrifice but time.

Looking Backward 


From The Bulletin Files 


1895: 50 Years Ago 


The old Bulletin building is being torn down 
and removed. This building was long a prominent 
land mark in Edmonton, but had outlived its use- 
fulness and become an eyesore. It was the first 
business building erected in Edmonton outside the 
Hudson's Bay post, and was completed in Decem- 
ber’ of 1878. It was used by the present proprietor 
as a store until 1884. The first issue of The Bulletin 
was printed in it in October, 1880. From April, 
1884, to October, 1894, it was the home of The Bul- 
letin, which finally outgrew it and was compelled 
to seek more roomy and comfortable quarters. The 
present office is erected on the original site of the 
old building which was removed a year ago to 
make room for it. No tears are being shed over 
its disappearance, nor is there any intention of pre- 
serving it as a monument or in remembrance of the 
past. It served its purpose well in its day, and now 
that that day is over the sooner it disappears to 
make way for the necessities of the present and fu- 
ture, the better and the more to the credit of all 
concerned in it. Those who have considered it an 
eyesore for the past year or two will be surprised 
to learn that it was considered rather a smart 
building and somewhat in advance of the times 
when it was erected, being the first building in the

FIRST HARD FIGHTING 

First tough fighting after the 
Rhine crossing came at Doetinchem 
April 1 as the Canadians began to 
drive the Hun up through Holland 
and back ifto Germany. 

The Calgarys captured their 
first two objectives and then had 
bridges across the various canals 
blown up almost in their faces. They 
found a bridge intact, however, but 
as they moved in on the town re- 
sistance became stiff. 

Flame-throwers came into play 
the next day along with six- 
pounders to clear up an area still 
being held In the town square. 

At the same time engineers 
cleared road blocks consisting of 
railway cars filled with cement. 
Scores of prisoners were taken 
and many other Germans killed 
before the town was cleared, 
except for an odd sniper, in the 
early evening. 


Moving on, considerable opposi- | 


tion from small-arms fire was en- 
countered around Lochem April 5, 
but Piat fire drove the enemy out 
and the next day two American 
and one French pilot, hidden by 
the Dutch underground for a year,

The Greeks gave the disorder the | 
name of rheumatism, using the 
word “rheum,” meaning to flow. 
This is a good name for the disease, 
as it easily flows in the flood 
stream, affecting first one part and 
then another before it finally 
locates in any one part. 

Due to its ease in troubling many 
different areas, it has come by | 
many names, depending upon | 
which part is involved. If it attacks 
the joints it is given the name 
arthritis, while when the rheumatics 
poison settle around the sciatic 
nerve it is called sciatica, when 
they affect the muscles of the 
neck, the name wry-neck is used 
or if the lower back is the part in- 
volved, the term lumbago may be 
used, 

Many causes of rheumatism have 
been advanced, such as cold, damp, 
exposure, over-straining, poor pos- 
ture, occupational factors, etc. By 
some the chief cause is held to be 
the presence of focal infection of 
the teeth, sinuses, gall bladder, or 
tonsils, 

My point of view is that infec- 
tions causes must be considered 
secondary to what I would call the 
primary cause, found in a special 
type of self-poisoning which I have 
given the name of “rheumatic tox- 
emia.” 

I am convinced that focal infec- 
tion from the teeth or tonsils may 
be sufficiently irritating to start 
the attack of rheumatism whenever 
this fundamental toxemia is pres- 


,jent. For example a pus pocket at 


the root of a tooth may serve as 
the match which causes the rheu- 
matic flare-up; but the fuel must 
have already been prepared and 
that fuel is a toxic, abnormal state 
of the body. 

Faulty intestinal functioning is 
usually present with every case in 
which the rheumatic toxemia de- 
velops and it appears that in every 
case of rheumatism there is the 
greatest necessity to get the intes- 
tines to functioning nfrmally, 
Those with chronic rheumatism 
may generally be found to have a 
prolapsed condition, kinks or ad- 
hesions, any of which may cause 
delay in the-passage of the intes- | 
tinal contents and which seem to 
play a definite part in enabling 
the rheumatis toxemia to secure a 
stronger foothold. 

In addition to the intestinal con- 
dition, the average patient with 
rheumatism does not appear to 
metabolize starches and sugars in| 
the right way and will often find 
that the over-use of such foods will 
tend to make the rheumatism 
worse. 

The symptoms of muscular rheu- 
matism are sliffmess, soreness and 
lameness. The pain is usually most/

| ei to be a threat to the peace of the 
| world. Yet none of us dares close 
his eyés and heart to what that be- 
lief means in terms of human suf- 
fering and of the possible brutaliza- 
tion of our own men in the armed

We therefore appeal to our

He was reported to have 
been taken to Gen. Eisenhower's 
headquarters at Frankfurt on Main, 
for questioning by most skilfull ex- 
aminers in the Allied supreme com- 
mand. 

IDENTIFIED BY SISTER 

The once-dapper foreign minister, 
generally credited with having | 
“sold” Hitler on the idea that he | 
could invade Poland without inter- 
ference from Britain, was identi- 
fied to British authorities by his 
sister, Frau Doctor Marie Jenke, 
also taken into custody.

Members of the Royal Alex. 
andra hospital board meeting 
Friday night agreed to accept the 
recommendations of city council 
regarding charges in certain 
Cases of isolation hospitalization 
Providing the city board of health 
is willing to accept respons/bility 
for payment of reguiar charges 
involved in the action. 

Last Tuesday at a mecting of 
city council it was recommended 
that isolation haspitalization should 
be provided without cost to the 
patients in cases where they were 
kept in hospital beyond the normal 
quarantine period for scarlet fever 
or diphtheria because of having 
positive throats or being suspected 
carriers. It was further recom- 
mended that when more than one 
member of a family. is hospitalized 
for either of these diseases within 
a period of 30 days, no charge 
should be made to the patient. 

The board members agreed that 
the recommendations were good 
but that too many factors were in- 
volved if the hospital undertook to 
provide this treatment free and 
they were of the opinion that the 
regular charges should be paid by 
the board of health in such cases.
